morning the commission gave opixir- 
tunity to aspirants and friends to pre­ 
sent. claims. 
Both Mr. Riley and Mr. 
Warner had friends 'conferring with 
the 
commission Tuesday 
morning. 
Congressman Watson was at the State 
House and it is understood that lie 
put in a word for Riley, his fellow- 
townsman. 
C. B. Riley, the new secretary of 
the commission, for several years lias 
been secretary and treasurer of the 
Indiana Grain Dealers* and Shippers* 
Association, which has a membership 
of 
several 
thousand in the State. 
When the commission was created by 
an act of tho last. legislature, Mr. 
Riley was strongly backed by mem­ 
bers of his organisation for a place on 
the commission, and Governor Hanly 
was petitioned to appoint him.

Governor’s 
determination 
to 
put 
neither a shipper nor one connected 
with railroads on the 
commission, 
made Mr. Riley’s apointmeut impos­ 
sible.

Gilbert H. Warner, the new clerk, 
served as stenographer in the Appel­

coming to Indianapolis, his home was 
at Crawfordsville. ? He is 23 ye§rs old. 
The clerkship pays $1500 a year. 
Tile members of the commission and 
their new secretary and clerk will be 
ready for business May I.

that |)ortion which touches tile remov­ 
al of presidential postmasters: 
The Postmaster-General at no time 
authorized anyone to say that a gen­ 
eral rule had been laid down to the 
effect that all presidential postmasters 
whose services are satisfactory will be 
continued in office. 
What he has been 
saying to members of Congress and is 
still saying to them is that in the in­ 
terest of’good service postmasters of 
the presidential class who are satisfy­ 
ing the communities they serve ought 
to be recommended for reappointment. 
The department would like to put the 
presidential postmasters on the same 
basis as the fourth-class postmasters 
-—it would like to lie able to say that 
they shall be continued in office during 
good behavior and as long as first- 
class service is rendered—but it has 
an altogether different situation to 
deal with when it comes to them. 
As everybody knows, presidential 
p ostm asters are 
appointed 
by 
the 
President and are confirmed by the 
Senate. 
It has been the custom since 
tile foundation of the Government to 
consult Senators and Representatives 
before nominating postmasters, ani 
this ho will continue to do. 
The ap­ 
pointment of this class of postmasters 
is entirely out of the hands of the 
Postmaster-General, and so he could 
not lay down-any new rule covering 
such appointments if he were so in­ 
clined. 
The policy of the administration is 
to discourage members of Congress 
when they come up with propositions 
; to displace men who are satisafctory 
! to patrons 
of 
presidential offices. 
The inclination will all be against dis­ 
placing 
a 
presidential 
postmaster 
simply because a member of Congress 
wants the office for a political friend. 
I It 
remains J to 
be 
seen 
whether 
the persuasiveness of the administra­ 
tion w ill be at all effective.

dictm ent against Thom as J. Connors, 
general superintendent of Armour 
&. 
Co. on a charge of interfering with a 
w itness summoned to appear b efore 
the jury. 
Mr. Connors, who is J. Og­ 
den A rm our’s most confidential em ­ 
ploye, and tne active head of one of 
the largest packing com panies in the 
world, was arrested on a b ench w ar­ 
rant b y a United S tates deputy m ar­ 
shal and b rought to the grand jury 
room, w here he was released on a 
$ 5,000 b ond. 
A fter his release Mr. 
Connors refused to discuss the m atter. 
The indictm ent charges that John 
Edward Shields of Brooklyn, N. Y.. a 
form er employe of Arm our & Co.. and 
who testified b efore the grand jury in 
the so-called b eef trust investigation, 
was approached, favored and en ter­ 
tained b y Mr. Connors and specifically 
states that on March 25 the offense 
upon which Mr. Connors was indicted 
occurred. 
It 
is also charged 
that 
Shields was given the use of Arm our 
& Co.’s office at 250 Lasalle street to 
transact his b usiness while in Chi­ 
cago and also the use of a private tel­ 
egraph wire in the office of the pack­ 
ing company. 
A nother allegation is that Shields 
was entertained b y Connors and that 
Connors suggested to ‘the proposed 
w itness that he should testify favora­ 
b ly to Arm our & Co.. and not to tell 
all he knew concerning the m atter un­ 
der Investigation. 
The second count 
of the indictm ent charges that Mr. 
Connors did not l.mit his attem pt at 
influencing w itnesses to Mr. Shields, 
b ut that other w itnesses who have not 
as yet appeared in Chicago have b een 
approached b y him and attem pts made 
to influence them as to the nature of 
testim ony they would give b efore the 
jurors. 
W hen the special grand jury con 
yened last week Shields was one of 
the first w itnesses 
to appear. 
He 
came to Chicago from New York 
He 
had testified b efore a grand jury sit 
ting in New York, and there is said 
to have divulged facts which led the 
federal officials to b elieve him in pos­ 
session of many other details concern­ 
ing the question under consideration. 
He was req uested to come to Chicago 
and the federal officials were in struct­ 
ed to w atcn the man closely. 
Two 
men were detailed to watch Shields. 
One of these secret service men ob ­ 
tained Shields’ confidence and thus 
learned facts which doub led the pre­ 
cautions to prevent any of the w it­ 
nesses from b eing coached. 
Shields 
was followed and it was soon learned 
that he freq uented the offices of Ar­ 
m our & Co.. having a private wire at 
his disposal and answ ering all his 
private correspondence there. 
Shields 
was followed to theaters, dinners and 
m eetings in down town hotels, every 
move 
that 
he 
made 
b eing closely 
watched. 
The m atter reached a cli­ 
max when one of the secret service 
men sub m itted a report to his superi 
ors. 
The section of the statutes under 
which the indictm ent was draw n pro­ 
vides that any person who interferes 
with a w itness in a federal case shall 
b e sub jected to a fine of $ 500. or im­ 
prisonm ent for three m onths, or b oth.

The foreign secre­ 
tary also said the B ritish governm ent 
approved the latest schem e for finan­ 
cial reform . 
The T urkish governm ent 
proposed to raise the custom duties 
and G reat Britain would not accept & 
proposition 
so 
injurious 
until 
con­ 
vinced of its necessity. 
The govern­ 
m ent of G reat B ritain had m ade ce r­ 
tain propositions in connection with 
the schem e for reform s, b ut the for­ 
eign secretary asked that he b e not 
req uired to give the details at present. 
He assured the house that the powers 
w ere presenting a united front in con­ 
nection with Macedonia.

whenev er the o ppo rtune mo ment ar­ 
riv ed fo r actio n by this go v ernment 
witho ut serio us risk o f giv ing o ffense 
to either o f the co mbatants and there­ 
by lessening o ur po wer fo r go o d.

pro minent head o f o ne o f the diplo ­ 
matic 
establishm ents 
here, 
w'hen 
sho wn the St. Petersburg statem ent, 
said that he had no t receiv ed any wo rd 
fro m his go v ernment o n the subject 
fo r sev eral days and had heard no th­ 
ing to co nfirm the repo rt. At the same 
time he wo uld no t be asto nished to 
learn o f its accuracy, tho ugh he had 
no t expected m atters to reach that 
stage as yet. 


Need No Intermediary. 
Lo ndo n, March 29.—"W’hen peace 
nego tiatio ns co mmence it will be be­ 
tween Russia and Japan direct, and 
no t thro ugh any intermediary," was 
Minister 
Hayashi’s 
co mment 
when 
sho wn a dispatch fro m a no rthern Eu­ 
ro pean capital stating that M. Del- 
casse. the French fo reign minister, 
had been asked to act as an interm e­ 
diary, 
to o pen 
peace nego tiatio ns. 
M inister Hayashi said he attached no 
impo rtance to the statem ent, but be­ 
liev ed that France was trying to influ­ 
ence Russia to o pen nego tiatio ns fo r 
peace. 
"So far as 1 kno w," he added,

but when Russia is ready to make 
term s Japan will be happy to co nsider 
them.”
